Pittsburg. Aug. 10,—Word has reached 


here that the work of removing the DeWeese 
Wood mill from McKeesport was begun early 
this morning. One hundred and fifty men are 
said to be at work tearing down the mill pre- 
paratory to its removal to a new site lying 
between the towns of Vandergrift and ApoHo 
on the west Penn division of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad on Kiskiminetas river. Five 
hundred cars have been ordered on which the 
mill property is to be transferred to the new 
site. Should it be the intention of the trust 
to dismantle the DeWeese Wood mill and ruin 
the town of McKeesport in retaliation against 
fhe men who stood for Justice and right, it 
would be the first act of desti action in the 
strike. St wou'Jd arouse universal indignation 
as a high handed and arrogant assertion of 
money power. This statement w«s given 
to this association by the national organizer, 
John Price, one of the oldest inerabers of the 
Amalgamated Associeition, and the state- 
ment voices the- opinion of the Amalgamated 
Association's national officers.
